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MPs’ anger over failure to bring in tougher sentences 

KILLER DRIVERS 
- STILL NO ACTION

THE Government has been 
accused of dragging its feet 
over bringing in tougher sen¬ 
tences for killer drivers. 

Ministers announced in October 
that drivers who kill in the most se¬ 
rious cases of dangerous and careless 
driving would face life sentences. 

But the legislation has still not been brought 
in, prompting fury among Black Country MPs. 

It follows a campaign by The Chronicle’s sis¬ 
ter newspaper Express & Star urging the Gov¬ 
ernment to introduce stronger sentences. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin is one of 70 
MPs to have written to the Justice Secretary 
calling for action but 
the Government have 
failed to confirm a date 
for the change. 

The Labour MP said: 
“Residents in Dudley 
often get in touch with 
concerns about road 
safety. 

“Just last year there 
was a fatal accident in 
Gornal, and people tell 
me they are worried it 
Ian Austin MP will happen again on 
Dudley’s roads. 

“I want the minister to do more to provide 
justice to victims and their families who have 
been affected by dangerous driving. 

“I hoped progress was being made when the 
Government announced it intended to toughen 
the sentences for causing death by dangerous 
driving, but since then, whenever ministers 
have been questioned about the delay they 
have said that the changes will be introduced 
‘as soon as parliamentary time allows’. 

“I hoped that pressure from MPs and cam¬ 
paigners would prompt a different and more 
positive response, but sadly not. How many 
more families must be made to suffer before 
the Government takes action?” 

A spokesman for the road safety charity 
Brake says: “More than nine months on from 
the Government announcement it is clear that 
no progress has been made. This is simply un¬ 
acceptable. The Government must act now and 
deliver justice for road crash victims.”

Man dies after 
being hit by train 

A MAN has died after being hit by a train at 
Sandwell and Dudley Station on Saturday, 
police have confirmed. 

No trains stopped at the rail station in 
Oldbury on Sunday following the tragedy 
shortly after 5.30pm. A spokesman for Brit¬ 
ish Transport Police said the man was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene and they were 
not treating his death as suspicious. The 
man’s next of kin have been informed. In a 
statement, British Transport Police said: “A 
file will be prepared for the coroner.

Mast is delayed to 
consider other sites 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to raise a 
mast beside a road in Netherton have 
been put on hold. 

Dudley Council planners have 
agreed that work to install a 57ft tel¬ 
ecoms mast on Halesowen Road will 
halt whilst they search for an alterna¬ 
tive site. Contractors WHP Telecoms 
Ltd and MNBL, who represent EE and 
3 mobile, agreed to a delay while other 
options are explored.

More died at hospital 
than was anticipated 

MORE Russells Hall Hospital patients died 
than were expected to last year. 

Officials estimated there should have 
been 2,331 deaths at Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust or within 30 days of dis¬ 
charge in 2017. However, 2,433 people 
died - four per cent more than estimated. 
The figure is within the official ‘expected’ 
rating, which allows leeway on estimates.

RICKARDO Wilson professed 
to love Claire Harris but 
watched TV rather than make 
an emergency call for an am¬ 
bulance as she lay dying on 
the floor of her Netherton flat. 

Wilson was described as an ar¬ 
rogant man with an alarming 
temper that spelled danger for the 
44-year-old mother-of-eight dur¬ 
ing a near four- year doomed re¬ 
lationship punctuated by violence. 

Her friend Stacey Malcolm ex¬ 
plained: “It was drink fuelled, love- 
hate and got aggressively worse over 
the years.” 

Now 50-year-old Wilson faces a long 
jail sentence after being convicted of 
the manslaughter of Miss Harris who 
had 86 injuries, 43 of which were to the 
head and neck. 

Stafford Crown Court was told that 
her body had been on the floor of her 
rented ground floor flat for up to 24 
hours. Wilson told police he had ‘no 
idea’ how the injuries had been caused 
and was acquitted of murder by the 
jury. He was remanded in custody until 
September when he will be sentenced. 

Split 

She was 5ft 5ins tall and weighed less 
than ten stone, he was five inches taller 
and well built. There was no definitive 
cause of death but the pathologist said 
it was likely to have been asphyxia. 
There was deep internal bruising to 
her neck, 

The couple had split up but Miss 
Harris had allowed Wilson to remain 
in her flat in Cinder Bank, Netherton - 
where he had lived ‘on and off with her 
since 2015 -and she stayed in Dudley 
with her sons. 

She was lured back to the address 
for ‘dinner and beer’ on January 23. 
In a message he pleaded: ‘Don’t let me

Another neighbour told police she 
saw the pair struggling outside the 
premises with him holding her in a 
headlock while she shouted he was 
about to kill her, the court heard. 
He claimed to have been pulling her 
away from the man who complained 
about the loud music. 

Mr Jonas Hankin, prosecuting, 
revealed the defendant admitted 
grabbing her round the neck and

Panicked 

The defendant maintained he 
panicked, gave her artificial respira¬ 
tion without success but did not call 
an ambulance or the police and said 
nothing to her family who had ex¬ 
pected her to return that night.

She was our rock 
when our dad sadly passed after 
a battle with cancer in March last 
year. She was taken from us all too 
soon.” 


Family firm

A FIRM based near Halesowen has 
landed an £11 million Ministry of De¬ 
fence contract to make most of Brit¬ 
ain’s military medals. 

Worcestershire Medals Service will 
supply medals including the George 
Cross, the Distinguished Service 
Cross and the Queen’s Gallantry 
Medal after beating off stiff competi¬ 
tion to land the bumper contract. 

As part of the two year deal the firm 
will will make every military medal, 
award and badge, except the Victoria 
Cross - the highest operational award 
for gallantry in the presence of the 
enemy. 

Overall the contract is for around 
40,000 medals a year. 

Family 

The Bromsgrove-based family busi¬ 
ness, which employs more than 50 
people, previously worked on the 2012 
Diamond Jubilee Medal, the Ebola 
Medal and the Elizabeth Cross. 

The MoD says the contract under¬ 
lines its push to increases the de¬ 
partment’s spending with small and 
medium size businesses. 

Gavin Williamson, the Defence 
Secretary, who is also MP for South 
Staffordshire, said: “Medals symbol¬ 
ise the bravery, courage and dedica¬ 
tion of our service personnel and I am 
delighted that we have awarded this 
contract to a family-run business in 
the West Midlands, supporting local 
jobs, helping to develop specialist 
skills and manufacturing, and boost¬ 
ing the local economy.” 

Worcestershire Medals Service was 
founded in 1988 and is based in Broad 
Street, Bromsgrove, and has a factory 
in Birmingham’s Jewellery Quarter. 

Road sweeper 
fleet growing 

A NEW fleet of road sweepers is tak¬ 
ing to the streets as part of Dudley 
Council’s pledge to keep the borough 
clean and green. 

Council bosses gave the go-ahead 
for six new vehicles to get to work im¬ 
mediately at a meeting last Thursday. 

The Scarab M25H machines will 
replace four outdated sweepers, which 
will go out of commission, and will re¬ 
sult in two additional machines being 
added to the fleet. 

They will enable the council to 
sweep town and village centres, trunk 
roads and residential estates on a 
more regular basis. 

A crew of 54 people make up the 
front line street cleansing team, who 
will cover approximately 2,300 miles 
every month using the new fleet.

Girl dies in accident on way to prayers

A SIX-YEAR-OLD girl killed when 
she was hit by a car in the Black 
Country has been named as Jannatul 
Bakya. 

Jannatul was with her father head¬ 
ing to prayers at a mosque in Smeth¬ 
wick when she was struck by a car on 
Saturday evening. 

The crash happened at around 
10.50pm as Jannatul and her father 
were crossing Oldbury Road. She was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

A 27-year-old man and a 26-year- 
old woman arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous driving 


have been released on bail. The sus¬ 
pects, from Smethwick and Bearwood 
respectively, were detained shortly 
after the accident but have been re¬ 
leased while inquiries continue. 

Jannatul’s father paid tribute to his 
daughter, as a photo was released of 
the smiling youngster. 

“Jannatul, my youngest daughter, 
was always happy and cheerful,” the 
tribute said. “She always bought a 
smile to everybody’s face. She will be 
greatly missed. I would ask that my 
family be given space to be able to 
grieve in private.” 


Detective Constable Damian Gib¬ 
son, from West Midlands Police Col¬ 
lision Investigation Unit, said: “We 
are investigating the circumstances 
leading to this tragic event. 

“I’m appealing for anyone who saw 
the collision, or who may have CCTV 
or dashcam footage, to get in touch. 

“The family are receiving support 
from family liaison officers and, our 
thoughts are with them at this very 
sad time.” 

Witnesses are asked to call the Col¬ 
lision Investigation Unit on 101. 


Violent youth gang went 
on spree of robberies 


A 20-YEAR-OLD who robbed a 
young man of his mobile phone at 
knifepoint is starting a two-year 
sentence at a Young Offenders In¬ 
stitution. 

The victim was targeted by Yunus Mu- 
flahi while walking through Haden Hill 
Park in Cradley Heath and was ordered 
to hand over his phone at knifepoint on 
August 19, 2016, a judge heard. 

Muflahi, of Winwood Road, Rowley Regis, ap¬ 
peared in the dock for sentence with five teen¬ 
agers from a gang that robbed several young 
people during an evening of violence two years 
ago. The group included 17-year-old Brandon 
Phillips, who killed a man in Netherton three 
days later. They operated as an intimidating 
pack on August 8, 2016. 

Phillips repeatedly punched a youth at the 
bus station at Merry Hill shopping centre 
following an incident at the school several at¬ 
tended. Less than two hours later Phillips was 
among a 15-strong mob who confronted four 
boys riding BMX bikes in Old Wharf Road, 
Stourbridge. The boys were ordered to hand 
over their phones, and were punched and 
kicked, the court was told. 

Stabbed 

Phillips, of Dunhill Road, Rowley Regis, ad¬ 
mitted the Merry Hill assault and robbing one 
of the BMX boys. He was given six months de¬ 
tention at an earlier hearing but is already serv¬ 
ing a 10-year sentence for the manslaughter of 
Simon Johnson, aged 41, who was stabbed at 
his home in Netherton on August 11. 

Danyal Hussain, 18, of Harcourt Road, Old 
Hill, was convicted of the four BMX boy robber¬ 
ies, as were a 17-year-old from Cradley Heath, 
a 16-year-old from Oldbury and two 15-year- 
olds from Quinton and Cradley Heath. Each 
was given a 12-month youth rehabilitation 
order with a night-time curfew. The 17-year- 
old’s order will last for two years. Hussain 
must also do 150 hours unpaid work and pay 
£200 compensation. 

All defendants except Phillips had denied the 
offences but were convicted after a trial.

Fire crew arrived 
in the nick of time 

QUICK-THINKING neighbours 
saved a house from serious damage 
during a late night fire in Stourbridge. 

A large quantity of rubbish and 
building materials stacked up close 
to a house in Hagley Road, Oldswin- 
ford caught light at around 11.30pm 
on Friday. The flames spread to a side 
entry door. The house was unoccupied 
at the time and so firefighters from 
the Brierley Hill station had make a 
forced entry to check that the inside 
of the property had not been damaged. 

Commander Andrew Papworth 
said: “The diligence of the local com¬ 
munity in raising the alarm ensured 
that we got there in the nick of time.” 

Teenagers hurt 
as car hits wall 

THREE young men were taken to 
hospital after a car careered into a 
wall shortly before midnight on Sat¬ 
urday. 

The 17-year-old driver lost con¬ 
trol of the Ford Fiesta in Lordswood 
Road, Wordsley at around 11.45pm. It 
slammed into a wall before bouncing 
back into the road. 

The driver and his two passengers 
- also aged 17 - managed to get out of 
the damaged vehicle before a fire crew 
from Brierley Hill arrived. Two had 
suspected fractures while the third 
was suffering from shock.

RSPCA Inspector Nayman Dun- 
derdale said: “The dog grabbed hold 
of the cygnet and dragged it down the 
path for around 30 metres while they 
laughed.”

A NEW brewery which began life in the 
West Country is set to start operations in 
the Black Country. 

Beat Brewery has already been 
going for two years in Somerset but 
production of its range of beers is 
moving to the Old Forge Trading Estate, off 
Dudley Road in Lye. 

Beat, which produces vegan-friendly 
craft beers and gives them names tied to 
various musical themes, has been bought 
by Lye businessman Mick Rogers. 

Mr Rogers also runs powder coating busi¬ 
ness R&M Metal Finishing at the same site. 

Mr Rogers said they were being advised 
by the former owner on setting up the 
five-barrel brewery which will produce 
casks and mini kegs. Some of the beers will 
also be bottled. 

Beat’s award-winning ales include Rocka, 
Raver, New Wave, Metal Head, Funk and 
Cosmic Pop. The brewery also makes Glam, 
an IPA described as the only lychee based 
beer in the UK. 

Mr Rogers said that once brewing was es¬ 
tablished at the new site there were plans 
to produce a new range of Black Country 
beers under the Top Cat name as well. 

“Its all pretty exciting moving into a new 
line of business,” said Mr Rogers. 

He also plans to open a factory outlet on 
the site to sell the beers in about six months 
time.

Burst pipe floods homes 


A MAJOR road between 
Dudley and Birmingham has 
been closed for a week after 
a burst water pipe flooded 
the road and several homes 
near busy Burnt Tree Junc¬ 
tion. 

Water was up to a foot deep along 
the A4123 New Birmingham Road 
in Tividale and the ruptured water 
main saw water gush through five 
houses on Friday. 


Oakthorpe Gardens - backing onto 
the New Birmingham Road - was af¬ 
fected after water cascaded down a 
bank behind the homes. 

Water gushed through Frances 
Markley’s house in the street, which 
backs onto the Birmingham New 
Road. The 86-year-old’s home was 
the worst affected by the incident 
with water four inches deep in her 
kitchen. 

She said: “The girl down the way 
knocked round on my door at 5.30am 


and asked if I was alright. I asked 
why and she said there was all water 
everywhere. It was coming off the 
New Road. 

“My lounge and kitchen is soaked. 
My carpet is soaking wet. It all came 
from off the main road. The water 
was gushing and took my wheelie bin 
from outside my kitchen door. 

“I had someone coming to wash 
my conservatory and clean the slabs 
in the garden that day and I had my 
garden done the day before.

“The fire officers, the 
council and water board have done a 
great job,” she said. “The water came 
down the bank behind the houses. It 
was very deep in the garden. A few 
more inches and it would have come 
into the house.” 

A spokesman for South Staffs 
Water apologised for inconvenience 
and said that although the water did 
not look clear it was not harmful to 
health.

Rehab revamp 
for care home

Motorists go low-tech to defy thieves

CAR and van thefts have almost tri¬ 
pled in the West Midlands in three 
years with 3,420 stolen in the first six 
months of this year. 

The figures, released by the region’s 
police and crime commissioner, also 
show which car makes thieves are 
most likely to target - Audi, followed 
by BMW, are the most popular makes 
stolen. 

The increase reflects a rise in car 
crime across the region and come as 
Chief Constable Dave Thompson says 
investigations into car crime may take 
longer -or not happen at all - due to 
budget cuts. 

Commissioner David Jamieson says 
manufacturers need to do more to 
step up security. Many thefts are key¬ 
less with thieves using technology to 
pick up signals from a car’s fob inside 
a home to open the vehicle and even 
start the engine. The cars are then 
often shipped abroad or sold for parts 
after being dismantled in ‘chop shops’. 

Mr Jamieson has met with repre¬ 
sentatives from BMW, Honda, Ford, 
Nissan, Audi and Jaguar Land Rover 
to discuss improving security meas¬ 
ures. 

IT consultant Neil Horsburgh, 46, 
from Quinton, experienced his £55,000 
Audi A5 being stolen from his drive¬ 
way in December. Only months later 
thieves tried to steal his new Audi 
S3, but were prevented from doing so 
thanks to a steering wheel lock.

£75m wiped off s 
value of the 
Merry Hill centre 

THE value of the Merry Hill centre 
has been cut by £75 million - with 
owner Intu announcing overall loss¬ 
es of a staggering £502m in just six 
months. 

The Brierley Hill centre has the sec¬ 
ond highest rate of empty shops of any 
of the Intu group’s centres, with 6.6 
per cent vacant - twice as many this 
time last year. 

The plummeting valuation is a re¬ 
sult of the decline in the UK’s retail 
sector, which has seen a string of 
chains closing hundreds of stores or 
striking radical bailout deals. 

The Intu figures come despite plans 
to pump £100m into improving Merry 
Hill with a new cinema and more res¬ 
taurants in the pipeline. 

Around £15m is committed on work 
at the centre while a giant Next store 
is about to open on the site of the cen¬ 
tre’s former Sainsbury’s supermar¬ 
ket. 

Shares at Intu, which took over 
Merry Hill in 2014, slumped as a re¬ 
sult of the loss and the company an¬ 
nouncing the departure of its chief 
executive. The shopping centre com¬ 
pany made a £503.4m loss in the six 
months to June 30, compared to a 
profit of £122.7m during the same pe¬ 
riod of last year. 

Chief 

David Fischel, Intu’s chief execu¬ 
tive, will step down from the board 
when a successor has been found. 

Intu has been hit hard by a decline 
in the value of its shopping centres, 
which include the Trafford Centre in 
Manchester and Lakeside in Essex. 
Together they are now valued at £9.8 
billion. Merry Hill lost eight per cent 
of its value, down to £864m, while 
centres in Derby, Watford and Not¬ 
tingham were down by 11 per cent. 

Mr Fischel said: “During a period 
of weakening sentiment in the retail 
market, which has impacted shopping 
centre valuations, Intu has delivered 
a resilient operational performance in 
the first half of 2018.

LAST week, somebody who styled her¬ 
self as “Dr Helen Dexter of Leicester 
University” posted an advertisement for 
Wolverhampton University on social me¬ 
dia, with the comment “This image is so 
offensive I am amazed anyone thought it 
was appropriate. Please withdraw it im¬ 
mediately.” 

I looked at it, and then looked at it 
again. I could not see anything remote¬ 
ly offensive. Admittedly, I couldn’t un¬ 
derstand what it was about either, just a 
young girl, presumably a student, talking 
to a group of children, presumably in Af¬ 
rica. With the slogan “If you want to ex¬ 
plore new worlds, start here.” 

It is a hopeless advert, but then again, 
roadside billboards seldom give confi¬ 
dence in an academic institution. When 
was the last time you saw one for Oxford 
or Cambridge? 

But while it seems a rather silly way to 
promote its courses, I fail to see how any¬ 
body could possibly be offended. Thank¬ 
fully, Dr Helen’s fellow travellers were 
happy to explain. 

Now I’m always sceptical about 
non-medics who preface their name with 
the title “Dr”, particularly on social me¬ 
dia.

Tree damage has cost 
taxpayers £320,000 

DAMAGE to homes caused 
by council-owned trees has 
cost the taxpayer more than 
£320,000 in just four years. 

Figures reveal the cash settle¬ 
ments made by each council to 
homes in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire. 

They include an £18,200 pay-out in 
Walsall for damage caused to a patio 
by roots, £18,776 in Sandwell for a tree 
which fell on a garage and home and 
£14,450 in Dudley for property sub¬ 
sistence caused roots. 

While Sandwell, Walsall and Dud¬ 
ley settled six-figure sums overall and 
Staffordshire five-figure sums, Wol¬ 
verhampton council did not pay out 
for one claim relating to home damage 
caused by trees. 

The figures comes a month after 
it was revealed councils in the Black 
Country had chopped down a total of 
6,359 trees over the past three years. 

One family impacted by overgrowing 
tree roots outside their home was the 
Hadleys, who moved into their home 
in Priory Road in Dudley in 2000. 

Cracks 

Three years later they discovered 
cracks on the walls in their home 
and the insurance company had to be 
called for a major rebuild of the house. 

Julie and Erik Hadley still live at 
the property with their 34-year-old 
son James. Their insurance company 
received £40,000 from Dudley Council. 

Mrs Hadley said: “We had to stay 
in the property while major work was 
being done to the house. Councils need 
to take the issue more seriously rather 
than allowing Tarmac to be put over 
growing roots. It’s an important issue 
and, as you can see, it can end up cost¬ 
ing the councils a lot of money.”

In Dudley, where the council settled 
25 cases totalling £110,815, Councillor 
Karen Shakespeare, cabinet member 
for environment services, said: “We 
regularly carry out tree inspections 
and deal with any trees that are found 
to be dead, dying or dangerous as a pri¬ 
ority over all other tree work to ensure 
the safety of our residents. 

“The council only pays claims for 
which it is legally liable and these fig¬ 


ures, showing a small number of cases 
over a three year period, are in line 
with most neighbouring authorities. 

“Trees play a vital role in our com¬ 
munities, filtering air, acting as a 
haven for wildlife, creating attractive 
landscapes and generally contributing 
to community wellbeing, which is why 
we fell trees which present significant 
risk to people or property, and always 
investigate concerns raised.”

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One-in-three firms 
hit by domino effect 

ONE in three West Midlands companies has suffered a 
financial hit from another firm’s collapse in the last six 
months, research reveals. 

The so-called ‘domino effect’ has seen businesses strug¬ 
gling following the insolvency of a customer, supplier or 
debtor, according to the latest report from the Midlands 
branch of R3, the insolvency and restructuring trade body. 

It follows a 13 per cent rise in underlying insolvencies in 
the first three months of this year compared to the previ¬ 
ous quarter, and a spate of high-profile company failures 
involving such major companies as Carillion and Toys R 
Us. 

R3 Midlands chairman Chris Radford, a partner at Bir¬ 
mingham law firm Gateley, said: “No business exists in iso¬ 
lation, and every headline-grabbing corporate insolvency 
will have consequences for numerous other enterprises. 

“After the news of the Carillion liquidation broke, for 
example, our local members reported an immediate up¬ 
surge in requests for advice from companies with links to 
Carillion. 

“Many retailers have hit the headlines as a result of their 
current difficulties, causing less visible struggles at other 
firms, such as suppliers and service providers.”

£250,000 grant aid boosts 
museum's ambitious plans 


THE Black Country Living 
Museum has been award¬ 
ed 250,000 towards its huge 
Forging Ahead project. 

Bosses are aiming to create a new 
‘town’ at the museum in Tipton Road, 
telling the story of the region between 
the 1940s and 1960s. 

The project is involving the mu¬ 
seum rescuing buildings from across 
the Black Country to be reconstructed 
at the attraction, which has been 
given a new lease of life thanks to its 


use as a location in hit TV 1920s gang¬ 
ster drama Peaky Blinders. 

The grant is from the Wolfson 
Foundation, which was set up by Scot¬ 
tish businessman and philanthropist 
Sir Isaac Wolfson. The money will 
also be used for learning areas and 
improved visitor facilities. Upon com¬ 
pletion, museum bosses are aiming to 
welcome 200,000 more visitors a year, 
taking their annual total to 500,000, 
as well as bringing extra jobs and ap¬ 
prenticeships to the area. 

Andrew Lovett, museum chief ex¬ 


ecutive, said: “We are thrilled to re¬ 
ceive such a generous grant from the 
Wolfson Foundation, which we will be 
using to support our ambitious new 
development.” 

“Previous grants from the Wolf¬ 
son Foundation have played a signif¬ 
icant role at the museum, enabling 
us to bring our colliery area to life. 
However, this one is particularly im¬ 
portant to us, taking the story of the 
Black Country into the 40s, 50s and 
60s, allowing us to widen engagement 
with our audiences.”

IT’S been a while since we talked about 
vintage perfume bottles and as we have 
a number of lovely ones going under the 
hammer next week I though we should 
re-visit the subject! 

Perfume bottles have long been a collectors’ 
favourite, with some people looking for those 
of a particular style 
and age and others 
seeking the designer 
labels. 

Theses bottles were 
first manufactured back 
in the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury and were almost 
regarded as advertising 
items in themselves - 
they were designed to 
mirror the style of the 
fragrance they con¬ 
tained. 

The bottles were also 
sold empty so people 
could buy their own 
perfume (possibly a 
cheaper variety!) with 
which to fill them. 

Many of these bot¬ 
tles were beautifully 
designed with ornate 
stoppers and they had a 
dual purpose as a dress¬ 
ing-table accessory. 

Slim-line versions were produced for hand-bags and 
purses and major fashion houses like Chanel even 
made perfume bottle necklaces. 

Tiny bottles were also available containing samples 
and these are hugely collectable today. 

The style of the bottles often reflected the era of 
manufacture, some superb Art Nouveau ones with sil¬ 
ver stoppers were made by the likes of Thomas Webb 
& Sons, and these are very much sought after in the 
saleroom. 

Earlier bottles from the 
Victorian and Edwardian 
periods were often made 
of coloured glass, again 
with silver stoppers and 
again very popular with 
collectors. 

Elegant and wonder¬ 
fully decorated perfume 
bottles were produced 
throughout the twentieth 
century by all of the major 
manufacturers and so 
there are a great number 
to choose from if you de¬ 
cide to collect. 

Some people have hun¬ 
dreds - or more - of these 
lovely items and they are 
nice to display within a 
home. 

They are also unlikely 
to have sustained any real 
damage or wear and tear 
over the years and if you 
are lucky they may still 
contain some vestiges of 
the perfume they originally contained. So happy col¬ 
lecting - and enjoy a real blast from the past!

What to do if you hit a wild animal on the road 


MOTORISTS have been advised what to do 
if they accidentally kill or seriously injure a 
wild animal on the roads this summer. 

Experts from car leasing giant LeaseCar. 
uk believe most drivers don’t even consider 
the possibility of hitting an animal, however, 
road kill is a familiar sight on our roads and 
motorways. 

Hitting an animal such as a fox, badger or 
even a deer is a real risk in rural areas. 

Under the Road Traffic Act, 1988, it is the 
responsibility of the driver to lookout for road 
signs which warn motorists there could be 
loose animals, such as deer and cattle nearby. 

If drivers see warning signs they should 
be extra cautious and, in darker conditions, 
make full use of vehicle lights. 

Drivers must stop when hitting an ani¬ 
mal, approaching only when it is safe to do 
so without putting themselves or anyone else 
in danger. 

You should observe the animal first to see 
how badly it is hurt before calling a vet or the 
authorities, it’s not advised to transport the

you did not run it over It is vital to consider your own safety and 



that of others before approaching an injured 
animal, it’s also good to remember that most 
injured animals at the road side will be wild 
animals - so take extra care before approach¬ 
ing. 

Most wild animals don’t have legal protec¬ 
tion in Britain so there is no requirement on a 
motorist to report a collision to police. 

However, the Road Traffic Act states driv¬ 
ers must legally contact the police if they hit 
dogs, horses, cattle, pigs, goats, sheep, don¬ 
keys and mules. 

Some of the most common animals killed 
via roadkill are badgers and wild birds. It is 
illegal to possess a badger, dead or alive. How¬ 
ever you can eat a wild bird, so long as you 
can prove you didn’t kill it. 

Some animals such as deer have extra pro¬ 
tection and drivers should call police if they 
find the road ahead blocked by one, according 
to the Deer Act of 1991. 

In other cases, if you have killed an animal 
accidentally it is actually ok to park up, scoop 
up its body, take it home and cook it for din¬ 
ner. However, if you offer the poor creature’s 
meat for sale, even to friends and family, you 


would be breaking the law. Birds are usually 
not protected with the notable exception of 
swans which enjoy royal protection as the 
property of The Queen. 

It’s highly unlikely that you’ll encounter a 
swan on the road, but if it does happen it’s 
advised to not touch the animal if it is dead, 
or approach it if its alive. Instead contact the 
RSPCA. 

A spokesman from LeaseCar.uk said: “Most 
motorists don’t ever consider the possibility 
of hitting an animal. But we’ve all seen road- 
kill while we’re driving so we know it’s an all- 
too-frequent occurrence. 

“We wanted to give drivers an insight into 
the correct ways of dealing with it. 

“If an animal is injured or in distress you 
should take it to a vet for treatment but it is 
important to make sure your vehicle has not 
been badly damaged in the collision and re¬ 
mains roadworthy. However, if the animal is 
dead you are allowed to take it home and eat 
it providing its death was an accident and not 
deliberate. But if you sell the dead animal’s 
meat you could face arrest and prosecution.”

3. Don’t be too ambitious 

There are so many places to visit in the 
world and there’s no pressure to see them 
all at once. 

Don’t listen to country counters who 
brag about the number of borders they’ve 
crossed; it’s far more rewarding to spend 
quality time in a destination. And there are 
plenty of places closer to home that are wor¬ 
thy of a visit. 

4. Buy the right bag 

Whether you’re planning to travel for 
two weeks or two months, your backpack 
will become your best friend for the dura¬ 
tion. Take time to purchase the right bag 
that isn’t too heavy (around 50 or 60 litres 
is ideal) and which fits comfortably. You 
should aim to have the weight distributed 
70-80% on the hips and 20-30% on the 
shoulders. 

5. Pack properly 

There’s no point buying an enormous 
backpack which you won’t be able to carry. 
Maximise the use of space in your bag by 
packing efficiently and leaving few gaps. 


Make sure items are also evenly distributed 
to ease weight pressure. 

6. Decide what to take 

Clothing will depend on your choice of 
destination, so think carefully about the 
climates you plan to visit. Merino wool base 
layers are ideal for cold destinations, and 
look out for T-shirts featuring Polygiene - a 
stay fresh technology which slows bacteria 
growth and keeps clothes clean for longer. 
A universal adapter, a compact quick-dry 
towel and a sink plug (because most of the 
sinks you’ll encounter won’t have one) are 
all extremely useful - and won’t take up too 
much space. 

7. Mingle with the locals 

It’s very easy to stick with fellow back¬ 
packers - and can often be good fun. To 
really get under the skin of a destination 
though, try and engage with some of the 
people who actually live there. Even a short 
conversation in a cafe can give you some in¬ 
sight into a place. 

8. Don’t get hooked on WiFi 

Uploading images to social media is a 

great way to stay in touch with friends back 
at home - but don’t let it detract from your 
travelling experience. Accept you may not 
always be able to log on in remote places, 
and also remember to appreciate time spent 
detached from technology.

With stunning decor, luxurious rooms, and a 
delightful spa - all set in the tranquil country¬ 
side on the outskirts of 
Leamington Spa - Mallory 
Court is a delight. 

Boasting 43 bedrooms, the 
traditional English manor 
house hotel offers award-win¬ 
ning accommodation. 

It won won three AA red 
stars for comfort and hospi¬ 
tality, as well as the title of 
AA Small Hotel Group of the 
Year for 2014 to 2015. 

My partner and I enjoyed 
an overnight stay at one of 
the hotel’s beautiful superior 
rooms, which overlooked its lovely, unique walled gar¬ 
den. 

The wonderfully spacious ground-floor room offered 
a fantastically comfortable king-sized bed - in which 
my other half fell asleep the second his head hit the 
pillow - a large en-suite bathroom, and a patio area 
accessed by double doors. 

We indulged in a day at the Elan Spa while there, 
which has been a fixture at the Leamington destination 
since its construction in April last year. It is located just 
a few metres from the main hotel. 

Its indoor facilities include a rock salt sauna, a steam 
room, a fairly large hydro pool complete with jets, seats 
and powerful overhead shoots, and a rhassoul room, 
which can be used at an added cost and advance book¬ 
ing. 

It also offers a gym and nail bar. Outside, meanwhile, 
the spa boasts a stunning terrace, with tables and 
chairs and loungers which overlook peaceful greenery 
and a tennis court. 

This area also offers a lovely, relaxing vitality pool - 
or hot tub - set at 37.5 degrees. 

There is also an outdoor sauna, located in a wooden 
cabin. 

Visitors can enjoy a bite to 
eat while there too at its up¬ 
market Spa Cafe. 

After a wonderful day 
lounging about at the spa, 
we returned to our beautiful 
room, before heading out for 
dinner at the Brasserie res¬ 
taurant, just a stone’s throw 
from our patio. 

Following a greeting from 
the friendly, attentive staff, 
we took to our table in a con¬ 
servatory area adjoining the 
building which is separate to 

the main hotel. 

Once we had perused the fairly short but varied 
menu, I opted for the slow-cooked duck egg with 
creamed savoy cabbage and smoked bacon starter; a 
delicious, perfectly cooked start to the meal. 

For mains, I chose the 8oz 28-day aged sirloin steak 
served with triple-cooked chips, tomato, mushroom 
and onion rings, while my other half opted for the beer 
battered fish and chips with crushed peas and tartare 
sauce. 

Presented very nicely, both my steak - priced at 
£27.50 -and my better half s fish - at £14.50 - were 
cooked well. 

Dessert was the meal highlight, however, as I found 
out when I indulged in the delicious chocolate pave 
with caramalised bananas, caramel, vanilla ice cream 
and peanut brittle. 

Laid out stunningly, with an amazing balance of fla¬ 
vours, this was a most memorable dish - and I enjoyed 
every mouthful. 

Breakfast the following morning in the hotel’s up¬ 
market dining room was a full English - though, were 
I to go again, I would pick something different from its 
extensive offering. 

The buffet offered a range of delicious pastries in 
which I indulged, as well as a selection of cereals and 
a few fruit options. 

A very lovely destination for a spa day with a gor¬ 
geous, comfortable, luxurious room - and a hotel and 
spa I would certainly return to in future.

IT’S a long way down the M5 to 
Devon, with only dull grey build¬ 
ings, the occasional field and lots 
and lots of traffic to hold your at¬ 
tention. 

Then suddenly, like a desert mirage, 
you are surrounded by greenery. Trees 
pop up almost out of nowhere on both 
sides of the road, gorgeous hills tow¬ 
er in every direction - the motorway 
melts into spectacular countryside. 

If this is your first trip to Devon, believe 
me when I say it only gets better from here. 
Because around every corner, down every 
little side road, is a hidden gem. 

Whether it’s a traditional village unspoilt 
by yet another big superstore, a quiet beach, 
castle or an old house full of secrets, there’s 
always something worth seeing. 

Hyenas 

Kents Cavern in Torquay sums up that 
fact better than anything. We got lost down 
a couple of residential roads trying to find it. 
In a well-kept but fairly unassuming build¬ 
ing at the top of a hill, it houses miles of 
prehistoric caves that have over the years 
been a den for everything from bears and 
hyenas to families of early humans. 

Our David Attenborough-voiced guide 
Simon talked us through the history of the 
caves and the long Victorian effort to clear 
it out. It is an easy walk, entertainingly de¬ 
livered, although those who struggle with 
the dark or cramped conditions might want 
to steer clear. 

There’s something really nice about 
starting your trip with the caverns. It puts 
some context on millions of years of history.. 
There’s a restaurant there as well, serving 
prehistoric-themed food for road weary 
travellers. 

If Kents Cavern is a deep look at the past, 


Babbacombe Model Village is a miniature 
modern world. 

Thousands upon thousands of little dolls 
occupy dozens of different worlds, from 
castles and hospitals to the house from 
the Addam’s Family or a celebrity mansion 
with everybody from Freddie Mercury to 
Elvis Presley at a party. 

Pennywell Farm, in Buckfastleigh, might 
offer an alternative for groups with tod¬ 
dlers. 

Adorable animals can be played with 


across the park, with rides and things to 
take part in as well. 

It’s more aimed at families, and that soon 
becomes obvious when you start exploring 
beyond the entrance to the park. But na¬ 
ture lovers will get a rare chance to interact 
with some genuinely chilled out animals. 

Just down the road is the South Devon 
Railway. The heritage line is the longest es¬ 
tablished steam railway in the south west, 
dating back to 1872. It’s a real step back in 
time. The food, the sights and smells - it all 


comes together to something really special. 
It’s only a short trip, but the delicious af¬ 
ternoon tea and chance to take part in a bit 
of nostalgia with, hopefully, good company 
really puts it on the map. 

If history is your thing, Buckfast Abbey 
is an odd example well worth visiting. The 
site has been the home of an abbey for 1,000 
years, and there’s events to celebrate the 
site’s millenium year throughout 2018. 

But the beautiful church itself was only 
finished in 1938. It combines the best of 
a traditional church feel with more mod¬ 
ern innovations, some put together by the 
monks themselves. 

It’s a serene place to visit, with nice gar¬ 
dens and a cafe around for those that like to 
roam a little bit. 

Another Victorian site, volunteers are 
slowly restoring Canonteign Falls which 
were built more than a century ago, un¬ 
covering interesting walks or beautiful 
gardens. 

Waterfalls 

The key attraction is the beautiful water¬ 
falls, which give an exquisite view of Dev¬ 
on’s countryside. 

We stayed at Dartington Hall in Totnes, 
an ideal place to stay for exploring this part 
of the world. 

Many of the buildings date back hun¬ 
dreds of years, including the fantastic 
Grade I listed hall itself. The rooms were 
clean and traditional, but simple. Food was 
delicious, and the gardens were well worth 
an explore. 

Another great place to stay in the 
Torquay area is the TLH Toorak Hotel, re¬ 
nowned as one of the most friendly hotels 
in Torquay. 

Devon is an absolutely stunning place to 
visit. Walkers and nature buffs have end¬ 
less countryside to explore, while families 
are never too far away from an attraction 
or beach. 

The long road back seemed a bit dreary 
after all the colour and sights of Devon. 

But knowing there’s plenty more to see, 
we’ll be heading back very soon.

Big-selling crossover now has 
range-topping diesel hybrid 



By Sharon Walters 

Kia has revealed full pricing and specification 
details for its updated Sportage. 

The family crossover is the South Korean 
manufacturer’s best-selling model in the UK and 
features key upgrades, including an updated 
infotainment system and a selection of new active 
driver aids to boost safety. 

The big-ticket item, however, is the addition 
of a hybrid powertrain. Denoted by the moniker 
‘EcoDynamics+’ it’s an extension of the existing 
2.0-litre CRDi diesel. Rather than converting it into a 
full-series hybrid, however, Kia’s strapped on a 48- 
volt mild-hybrid booster system instead. It says the 
new powertrain produces a range-topping 182bhp, 
but hasn’t revealed fuel economy or C02 emissions 
figures yet. 

With the addition of the 48V mild-hybrid system, 

Kia and sister brand Hyundai will be the first 
manufacturers to offer a vehicle line-up including 
combustion, mild hybrid, series hybrid, plug-in hybrid 
and fully electric powertrains. 

There are four other engines on offer - two petrol 
and two diesel. 

The entry-level is a naturally aspirated 1.6-litre 
petrol, which produces 130bhp and can return 
39.8m pg. 



Standard specification includes Apple CarPlay 

For those after more performance, there’s a 
turbocharged 1.6-litre - the T-GDi - which produces 
174bhp and returns a maximum of 37.2mpg. 

Most buyers are likely to opt for one of two CRDi 
diesels offering either 114bhp or 134bhp and 
returning 57.6mpg and 55.4mpg respectively. 
Six-speed manual and seven-speed automatic 
gearboxes are available across most of the spectrum, 
with range-topping 48V hybrid models offered with 
an eight-speed auto. 

Trim levels are slightly more complex than Kia’s 
usual numerical system. The range kicks off with 
the T trim, which offers 16-inch alloy wheels, LED 
daytime running lights, all-round electric windows, 
air con plus Apple CarPlay and Android Auto 
connectivity. Prices start from £20,305. 

Step up to ‘2’ specification and you gain satellite 
navigation, 17-inch alloy wheels, rear privacy glass, 
reversing sensors and dual-zone climate control. This 
grade is priced from £22,405. 

The range then skips ‘3’ and moves on to ‘Edition 
25’, celebrating 25 years of the Sportage. It’s 
paired exclusively with the base petrol engine and 
costs from £25,655, including leather inserts to the 
upholstery, keyless entry, a premium JBL sound 
system, eight-inch infotainment display and metallic 
paint. 

The ‘4’ grade is priced from £27,260. It misses out 
on the base engine but offers a panoramic sunroof, 
electrically adjustable front seats, gloss-black dash 
inserts and LED head- and tail-lights. 

Moving the Sportage in a different direction are GT- 
Line and GT-Line S trims, which add dynamic exterior 
and interior styling. 

Nineteen-inch alloy wheels feature alongside LED 
rear lights, black leather upholstery and a sports 
steering wheel. ‘S’ models add adaptive cruise 
control, ventilated front seats and a smart power 
tailgate, among others. They’re priced from £25,510 
and £31,645 respectively. 

The hybrid powertrain is only available in top-spec 
‘4’ and GT-Line S trims, with a starting price of 
£32,545.

TT facelift for 20th anniversary 



Celebrating 20 years of the iconc Audi TT with an updated third-generation model of the Coupe and 

Roadster 


Audi has chosen the 20th 
anniversary of its TT to reveal 
the model’s latest evolution - 
a facelifted third-generation 
model. 

The updated sports car receives 
a mild redesign, improved 
equipment levels and a new TT S 
Black Edition to sit at the top of the 
range. 

To celebrate two decades of TT, 
there will also be a TT 20 Years 
model - limited to just 999 models 
worldwide. 

It’s set to feature a raft of unique 
styling details, but Audi isn’t 
revealing yet how many will be 
available for the UK - or how much 
it will cost. 

Elsewhere in the range, the TT 
now receives Audi’s new naming 
structure. 40 TFSI and 45 TFSI 
models offer up 194bhp and 
245bhp respectively - both from 
2.0-litre turbocharged petrol 
engines. 

Potent TT S models sit above 
these, with power set at 302bhp. 
That’s actually a slight decrease 
over the previous car’s 306bhp, 
thanks to a petrol particulate filter 
to reduce exhaust emissions. 

Flowever, with a 20Nm 
improvement in torque, the new 
TT S will sprint from 0-60mph a 
tenth of a second quicker than 
previously. Times for the Coupe 
and Roadster are set at 4.3 and 4.6 
seconds respectively. 


Its diesel-powered TT ‘Ultra’ has, 
however, been axed. 

The ‘40’ and ‘45’ models are 
available with either a six-speed 
manual gearbox or a seven-speed 
dual-clutch automatic - S models 
only come exclusively with the 
latter. In terms of drivetrain, ‘40’ 
models are front-wheel drive only, 
S models are only available with 
quattro four-wheel drive, while ‘45’ 
models split the difference and 
offer a choice of either. 

On the styling front, it really is a 
case of ‘blink and you’ll miss it’. 

There’s a new grille with a 3D 


effect and a single-piece frame, 
while Audi’s Matrix LED lights 
are now available. There are also 
OLED (organic LED) rear lights. 

A selection of new alloy wheels 
completes the package, alongside 
three new paint colours - Turbo 
Blue, Pulse Orange and Cosmos 
Blue. 

The new model is likely to 
carry over existing trim levels but 
with improvements to spec. An 
upgraded version of the once- 
groundbreaking ‘Virtual Cockpit’ 
will now feature an optional 
Sport display, showing drivers 


their G-force, engine and torque 
graphs. 

All TTs will get automatic 
headlights and wipers, drive 
select, heated mirrors and a 
multifunction steering wheel, 
which on most models will be 
the sole controller for the superb 
infotainment system. 

Audi has not revealed pricing 
for the facelifted TT, but expect 
a small price increase over the 
outgoing model’s £28,855 starting 
price. The facelifted TT will arrive 
in showrooms towards the end of 
this year.

Ace Allen has lived his 
life through basketball 


PLAYING in front of 5,000 fans, winning 
two British Basketball League play-off 
titles and earning five England caps for 
good measure. 

For someone who didn’t start playing basket¬ 
ball until his teenage years - because he was 
embarrassed about his height - Clive Allen en¬ 
joyed a truly stellar career. 

Growing up in the West Midlands, Allen began his 
sporting life playing football and trying to blend in 
with his classmates. But his talent would eventually 
help him win a scholarship in America, leading to a 
15-year career with the Birmingham Bullets when 
the sport was really rocking in the region. 

“When I was at school I hated being tall and I 
didn’t want to be involved in anything that showed 
that,” said Allen. “At Hillcrest School, in Netherton, 
there weren’t too many black people and I didn’t 
want to stand out any more, so I didn’t start playing 
basketball until I left. 

“Mike Landell, who was a Great Britain basketball 
player from Dudley, was the person who got me into 
the sport. He encouraged me to go for my first trial 
when I was about 16 to 17. 

Redundant 

“But Dave Fisher, who was the coach at the time, 
said I wasn’t good enough for the senior squad and I 
was also too old for the under-17s. I was told to come 
back in about a year.” 

Allen is now head coach at West Bromwich Albion 
Basketball Academy, which comes under the Sport¬ 
ing Albion umbrella and is directly linked with the 
football team. The 56-year-old has eaten, lived and 
breathed basketball since deciding to take the sport 
seriously and has come a long way from working in 
a factory. 

“I was working at Grazebrookes Foundries in Dud¬ 
ley, but was made redundant,” he said. “I started get¬ 
ting back into sport again and it was while playing 
football at the Aston Villa Leisure Centre I was asked 
by someone to switch sports. I started playing in the 
Sandwell Central League for Sandwell Basketball 
Club. 

“I was playing in the Central League when the 
coach from Bullets saw me and took me down for an-

other trial - and then offered me a contract. The first 
season I probably played, what felt like, five minutes, 
but every time I came on the crowd loved it because 
of the effort and hustle I put in.” 

Allen’s efforts eventually saw him land a scholar¬ 
ship to play at Northwest Nazarene University, in 
Idaho, which was a Christian College. He also studied 
to become a social worker. But his American adven¬ 
ture was cut short after his wife fell pregnant with 
his daughter, Dominique, who herself is now a Great 
Britain and England international. 

“My wife wanted our baby to be born in the UK 
so we came back from US a little early,” said Allen, 
who played most of his career as a power forward or 
at centre. 

“I started playing for the Bullets again and play¬ 
ing in America was such a learning curve and it had 
transformed my game. At the time, in BBL, a lot of 
British players sat on the bench because it was taken 
over by Americans, like Premiership football today 
really. 

“But we had a really strong team in the 90s, with 
Nigel Lloyd, Fab Flournoy, Tony Dorsey, Tony Simms 
and Reggie Kirk. But one of the main things was we 
always had a really good relationship with each other 
and also the fans.” 

Allen - who enjoyed two stints with the Bullets, 
from 1985-87 and then 1988-2001 - first won the BBL 
play-off finals in 1995/96, but said the second title in 
1997/98, also at Wembley Arena, was the pinnacle of 
his playing career. 

“A year later, however, the squad was left with just 
five senior players. But the lack of resources once 


again made the team a stronger unit. Winning the fi¬ 
nals in 1998 was my greatest moment but a few years 
later, when it didn’t work out with some of the Amer¬ 
ican players, it just left of five of us. That was Lloyd, 
Kirk, Simms, Flourney and myself. The Bullets also 
eventually went full circle because when Australian 
Harry Wrublewski took over he wanted to take the 
game from leisure centres and into arenas.” 

Allen’s career was eventually ended due to a condi¬ 
tion called neurosarcoidosis, which affected his spine. 
But once his playing days were over he was able to 
refocus and become one of the Black Country’s most 
prominent coaches. 

After enjoying one last hurrah with the Black 
Country Bears, winning the title after dropping down 
a division, he briefly joined Simms as coach at the 
Aston Athletics basketball team in 2005. 

He became assistant coach at the Milton Keynes 
Lions under Lloyd, then general manager for the Bir¬ 
mingham Panthers, again under Lloyd, during their 
only season, from 2007/08. But a conversation with 
Jamie Bunch, sporting director of the Albion Foun¬ 
dation in 2009, that really shaped his coaching career.

“I dropped down a division and played for the Black 
Country Bears - and won a title - but I had been 
coaching all the way through and launched my own 
Big Sky Basketball academy. 

“I worked with more than 70 schools in one year 
covering Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen. 

“Jamie Bunch then got in contact and wanted to 
follow the Sporting Lisbon way, where there were 
other teams affiliated with the club. I used to run 
basketball sessions at Sir Gilbert Claughton, which 
would end with a big tournament but they wanted to 
set up a team and take it more seriously. 

“I wanted to push it too and through my connec¬ 
tions at the Bullets I met Jamie. 

“We only had two teams when we started at under- 
16 and under-18. Now we have 12, which goes from 
under-14s up to the men’s, which are now linked with 
Wolverhampton University. 

“I also coach at Dudley College and Sandwell Col¬ 
lege too, so there is a bigger network for basketball 
players.”
